Boulevard and Bunts Road and is open we^day aftemoons frcaa 2tk5 to 4*30 p.m,, and 
Monday through Thursday evenings from 7*30 to 9*45 p.m. A collection of classical 
objects is now on exhibition there. 

The Karamu Gallery is located in the Terrace Room of Karamu House at 2355 
East 89th Street. It is open daily l-»30-»5i3O, 8*00-11 j 00 p.m. and on Sunday 2*00-5*30, 
8*00-11*00 p.m. Pidnts and Print processes are now on display there. Members of 
Karamu and others may enjoy the Gallejy, It serves as a reference and an inspiration 
to the Art Department of Karamu, 
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The Library Art Gallery is located in the heart of downtown Cleveland 
at 325 Superior Avenue, It is open Mondays from 12 to 9*00 p,m,, and Tuesdays 
through Fridays from 12 to 51 OO p.m.
